The Senate and Assembly each elect their own officers, except the Lieutenant Governor, 
who acts as President uf ihe Senate. — See new Cxynstitutionj Art. IJIj Sec 2. 

JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT. 

The Court for the Trial qf Tmpeaehments, is composed of the President of the Senate, the 
Senators, and the J udges of the Court of Appeals. 

The Court of Appeals,, consists of eight Judges, of whom four are elected by the peojjrfe, 
for eight years, and four are selected from the Justices of the Sufveme Court. 

Supreme Court. — The State is divided into eight judicial di»iricl8, of wliich the city of 
New-York is one. In each district there are four Justices of ihe Supreme Court, elected by 
^e people^ for eight years, so classified that one of the Justices of each district shall go out 
of office at the end of every two years. — See new Cotiiiitution, Art. VI j Sees. I, Soiwi 3. 

EXECLTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

The Governor and Lieutenant Governor ^ aie elected by the people for a term of two 
years. — See new Constitution^ Art. IV. 

The Secretary of State, ComptrdBer^ Trtaswerf and Attorney Genercdf are elected by the 
peoi^e for a term of two years. 

The State Engineer and Surveyor, is elected by the people for a term of two years. 

Three Canal Commissioners are first elected by the people lor one, two, and three years ;

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

STATE OF NEW-yORK. 



Wx» THS People of the State of New- York, gratefal to Almigbty Grod for 
oar freedom : in order to seoure its blessings^ do . establish this Coosti* 
tution. 

ARTICLE I. 

Skctior 1. No member of this State shall be disfranchised, or deprived of 
any of the rights or privileges secured to any citizen thereof, unless by the 
law of the land, or the jadgment of his peers. 

Section 2. The trial by jury, in all cases in which it has been heretofore 
used, shall remain inviolate forever. But a jury trial may be waived by the 
{Mtfties in all civil cases, in the manner to be prescribed by law. 

Section 3. The free exercise and enjoyment of religious profession and 
worship, without discrimination or preference, shall forever be allowed in 
this State to all mankind ; and no person shall be rendered incompetent to be 
a witness on account of his opinions on matters of religious belief ; but the 
liberty of conscience hereby secured shall not be so construed as to excuse 
acts of lioentiousoess, or justify practices inconsistent with the peace or 
safety of this State. 

Section 4. The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be sus- 
pended, unless when, in cases of rebellion or invasion, the public safety may 
require its suspension. 

Section 5. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines im* 
posed, nor shall cruel and unusual punishments be inflicted, nor shall wit- 
nesses be unreasonably detained. 

Section 6. No person shall be held to answer for a capita] or otherwise in- 
famous crime (except in cases of impeachment, and in cases of the militia, 
when in actual service ; and the land and naval forces in time of war, or 
which this State may keep vrith the consent of Congress in time of peace -, 
and in cases of petit larceny, under the regulation of the Legislature.) un- 
less on presentment or indictment of a grand jury, and in any trial in any 
court whatever, the party accused shall be allowed to appear and defend in 
person and with counsel, as in civil actions. No person shall be subject to 
be twice put in jeopardy for the same offence ; nor shall he be compelled in 
any crimmal case, to be a witness against himself; nor be deprived of life, 
lihterty or property without due process of law ; nor shall private property 
be taken for public use, without just compensation. 

Section 7. When private property shall be taken for any pubHo use. the 
oompensation to be made therefor, when such compensation is not made by 
the State, shall be ascertained by a jury, or by not less than three oommis- 
sioners appointed by a court of record, as shall be prescribed hy law. Pri- 
vate roads may be opened in the manner to be prescribed by law ; but io 
ayery case the necessity of the roftdf and the amount of ali oamage to be 
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sustained by the opening thereof, ahall be first determined by a jory of free- 
holders, and sach amount, together with the expenses of the proceeding, 
shall be paid by the person to be benefitted. 

Section 8. £Tiery citizen may freely speak, write, and publish his senti* 
ments on all subjects, being responsible for the abuse of that right ; and no 
law shall be passed to restrain or abridge the liberty of speech, or of the 
press. In all criminal prosecutions. or imlictments for libels, the truth may 
be given in evidence to the jury ; and if it shall appear to the jury, that the 
matter charged as libellous is true, and was published with good motives. 
and for justifiable ends, the party shall be acquitted ; and the jury shall 
have the right to determine the law and the fact. 

Section 9. The assent of two-thirds of the members elected to each branch 
of the Legislature, shall be requisite to every bill appropriating the public 
moneys or property for local or private purposes. 

Section 10. No law shall be passed, abridging the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble and to petition the government, or any department 
thereof, nor shall any divorce be granted, otherwise than by due judicial 
prooeeoings, nor shall any lottery hereafter be authorized or any sale of lot- 
tenr tickets allowed withm this State. 

Section II. The People of this State, in their right of sovereignty, are 
deemed to possess the original and ultimate propei ty in and to all lands 
within the jurisdiction of the State ; and all lands the title to which shall 
fail, from a defect of heirs, shall revert, or escheat to the people. 

Section 12. All feudal tenures of every description, with all their inoi- 
dents, are declared to be abolished, saving however, all rents and services 
certain which at any time heretofore have ^en lawfully created or reserved. 

Section 13* All lands within this State are declared to be allodial, so that 
subject onlv to the liability to escheat, the entire and absolute property is 
vested in the owners according to the nature of their respective estates. 

Section- 14. ^o lease or grant of agricultural land, for a longer period 
than twelve years, hereafter made, in which shall be reserved any rent or 
service cf any kind, shall be valid. 

Section 15. All fines, quarter sales, or other like restraints upon aliena- 
tion reserved in any grant of land, hereafter to be made, shall be void. 

Section 16. No purchase or contract for the sale of lands in this State, 
made since the fourteenth day of October, one thousand seven hundred and 
seventj-five ; or which may hereafter be made, of, or with the Indians, shaJl 
be valid, unless made. under the .authority, and .witli^the consent of the Le- 
gislature. 

Section 17. Such parts of the common law, and of the acts of the Legisla- 
ture of the colony of New-York> as together did form the law of the said 
colony, on the nineteenth day of April, one thousand seven hundred and 
seventy-five, and the resolutions of the Congress of the said colony, and of 
the Convention of the State of New-York^ m force oq the twentieth day of 
April, one thousand seven hundred and seventy-seven, which have not since 
expired, or been repealed or altered ; and such acts of the Legislature of 
this State as are now in force, shall be and continue the law of this State, 
subject to such alterations as the Legislature shall make concerning the 
same. But all such parts of the common law, and such of the said actS| or 
parts thereof, as are repugnant to this Constitution, are hereby abrogated ; 
and the Legislature, at jts first session after the adoption of this Constitu- 
tioli> shall appoint three (Tommissioners, whose duty it shall be to reduce into 
a written and systematic code the whole body of the la^ of this State, or so 
much and such parts thereof as to the said commissioners shall seem practi* 
oable and expedient. And the said commissioners shall specify such ahera- 
tions and amendments therein as they shall deem proper^ and they stiaH^ tX 
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all times mske reports of their proceedings to the Legislature, when called 
uwm to do so ; and the Legisla'tore shall pass laws regulating the tenure of 
office, the filling of vacancies therein, and the compensation of the said com- 
missioners ; and shall also provide for the publication of the said code, prior 
to its being presented to the Legislature for adoption. 

Section 18. All grants of land within this State, made by the King of 
Great Britain, or persons acting under his authority, after the fourteenth day 
of October, one thousand seven hundred and seventy-five, shall be null and 
void ; but nothing contained in this. Constitution shall affect any grants of 
land within this State, made by the authority of the said king or his |>rede- 
cessors, or shall annul any charters to bodies politic and corporate, by him or 
them made, before that day ; or shall affect any such grants or charters 
Since made by this State, or by persons acting under its authority^ or shall 
impair the obligation of any debts contracted b^ this State, or individuals, or 
boaies corporate, or any other rights of property, or any suits, actions, rights 
of aetion, or other proceedings m courts of justice. 

ARTICLE II. 

SxcTioN I. Every male crtizen of the a^e of twenty-one years, who shall 
have been a citizen for ten days, and an iohabitant of this State one year 
next preceding any election, and for the last four months a resident oi the 
county where ne may ofiier his vote, shall be entitled to vote at such election 
in the election district of which he shall at the time be a resident, and not 
elsewhere, for all officers that now are or hereafter may be elective by the 
people J but such citizen shall have been for thirty days next preceding the 
election) a resident of the district from which the olficer is to be chosen for 
whom he offers his vote. But no man of color, tmless he shall have been for 
three years a citizen of this State, and for one year next preceding any elec- 
tion shall have been seized and possessed of a freehold estate of the value of 
two hundred and fifty dollars, over and above all debts and incumbrances 
charged thereon, and shall have been actually rated and paid a tax thereos, 
shall be entitled to vote at such election. And no person of color shall be 
subject to direct taxation unless he shall be seized and possessed of such real 
estate as aforesaid. 

Section 2. Laws may be passed excluding from the right of suffrage all 
persons who have been or may be convicted of bribery, of larceny, or of any 
mfamons crime ; and for depriving every person who shall make, or become 
directly or indirectly interested in any bet or wager depending upon the re- 
sult of any election, from the right to vote at such election. 

Section 3. For the purpose of voting, no person shall de deemed to have 
gained or lost a residence, by reason of his presence or absence, while em- 
ployed in the service of the United States ; nor while enaged in the naviga- 
tion of the waters of this State, or of the United States, or of the high seas ; 
nor while a- student of any seminary of learning ; nor while kept at any almt 
hoase,'or ether alysum, at public expense ; nor while confinea in any public 
prison. 

Section 4. Laws shall be made for ascertaining by proper proofs the citi- 
zens who shall be entited to the right of suffrage hereby established. 

Section 5. All elections by the citizens shall be by ballot, except for such 
town officers as may by law be directed to be otherwise chosen. 

ARTICLE III. 

SxctiON 1. The legislative power of this State shall be vested in a Seaats 
and Assembly. 
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SeotioD 2. The Senate shall oaiisist of thirty-two members, and the Sena- 
tors shall be chosen for two years. 

The Assembly shall consist of one hundred and twenty-eight members^ who 
shall be annually elected. 

Section 3. The Stale shall be divided into thirty- two districts, to be called 
Seoate districts, each of which shall choose one Senator. The districts shall 
' be numbered from one to thy'ty-two inclusive. 

District number one (1) shall consist of the counties of Suffolk, Richmond 
and Qneens. 

District number two (2) shall consist of the county of Kings. 

Districts number three (3) number four (4) number five (5) and number 
six (6) shall consist of the city and county of New- York j and the board of 
supervisors of said city and county shall, oq or before the first day of May, 
ODC thousand eight hundred and forty- seven, divide the said city and county 
into the number of Senate Districts to which it is entitled, as near as may 
be of an equal number of inhabitants, excluding aliens and persons of color 
not taxed, and consisting of convenient and contiguous territory; and no 
Assembly district shall be divided in the formation of a Senate District. 
The board of supervisors, when they shall have completed such division 
shaO cause certificates thereof, stating the number and boundaries of each 
(iistrict and the population thereof, to be filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State, and of the clerk of the said city and county. 

District number seven (7) shall consist of the counties of Westchester, 
Putoara and Rockland. 

District number eight (8) shall consist of the counties of Dutchess and 
Colambia. 

District number nine (9) shall consist of the counties of Orange and Sul- 
livan. 

District number ten ( 10) shall consist of the counties of Ulster and Greene. 

District number eleven (11) shall consist of the counties of Albany and 
Schenectady. 

District number twelve (12) shall consist of the county of Rensselaer. 

District number thirteen (13) shall consist of the counties of Washington 
and Saratoga. n 

District number fourteen (14) shall consist of the counties of Warren, Es- 
sex and Clinton. 

District number fifteen (15) shall consist of the counties of St. Lawrence 
and Franklin. 

District number sixteen (16) shall consist of the counties of Hejrkimer, 
Hanailton, Fulton and Montgomery. ^ 

Distribt number seventeen (17) shall con^t of tbe counties of Schoharie 
and Delaware. 

District number eighteen (18) shall consist of the counties of Otsego and 
Chenango. ' 

District number nraeteen (19) shall consist of the county of Oneida. 

District number twenty (20) shall consist of the counties of Madison and 
Oswego. 

District number twenty-one (21) shall consist of the counties of Jefferson 
and Lewis. 

District number twenty-two (22) shall consist of jhe county of Onondaga. 

District number twenty-tbree (23) shall consist of the counties of Cortland, 
Broome and Tioga. • 

District number twenty-four (24) shall coni^ist of the counties of Cayuga 
and Wayne. ^ 

District number twenty-five (25) shall consist of the coonties of Tompkins, 
Seneca and Yates. 
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District number fwenty-aix (26) shall consist of the counties of Steabes 
and Chemung. 

District number twenty-seven (27) shall consist of the county of Monroe. 
' District number twenty-eight (28) shall consist of the counties of Orleans, 
Genesee and Niagara. 

District number twenty-nine (29) shall consist of the counties of Ontario 
and Livingston. 

Distrilit number thirty (30) shall consist of the counties of Allegany and 
Wyoming.. 

District number thirty-one (31) shall consist of the county of Erie. 

District number thirty- two (32) shall consist of the counties of Chantanqae 
and Cattaraugus. 

Section 4. An enumeration of the inhabitants of the State shall be taken, 
under the direction of the Legislature, in the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-five, and at the end of every ten years thereafter ; and the said 
districts shall be so altered by the Legislature, at the first session after the 
return of every enumeration, that each Senate district shall contain, as nearly 
as may be^ an equal number of inhabitants, excluding aliens, and persons of 
c<^or not taxed ; and shall remain unaltered until the return of another enu- 
meration, and shall at all times consist of conti^ous territory ; and noooantr 
shall be divided in the formation of a Senate district except sbch coonty shall 
be equitably entitled to two or more Senators. 

Section 5. The members of Assembly shall be apportioned among the seve- 
ral oounties of this State, by the Legislature, as nearly as may be, according 
to the number of their respective inhaL 'tants, excluding aliens, and persons 
of oolor not taxed, and shall be chosen by single districts. 

The several boards of supervisors in such counties of this State, as are 
now entitled to more than one member of Assembly, shall assemble on the 
first Tuesday of January next, and divide their respective counties into As- 
sembly distncts equal to the number of members of Assembly to which snch 
counties are now severally entitled by law, and shall cause to be filed in the 
offices of the Secretary of State, and the clerks of their respective counties, 
a description of. such Assembly districts, specifying the number of each dis- 
trict, and the population thereof^ according to the last preceding State enn- 
meration, as near as can be ascertained. Each Assembly district shall con- 
tain, as nearly as may be, an equal number of inhabitants, excluding aliens 
and persons of color not taxed, and shall consist of convenient and conti^* 
ous territory ; but no town shall be divided in the formation of Assembly dis- 
tricts. 

The Legislature, at its first session after the return of every enumeration, 
shall re-apportion the members of Assembly among the several counties of 
this State, in manner aforesaid j and the boards of supervisors in such conn- 
ties as may be entitled, under such re-apportionment, to more than one mem- 
ber, shall assemble at such time as the Legislature making such re-appor> 
tionment shall prescribe, and divide such counties into Assembly districts, m 
the manner her,ein directed j and the apportionment and districts so to be 
made, shall remain unaltered until another enumeration shall be taken nnddr 
the provisions of the preceding section. 

Every county heretofore established and separately organized, except the 
county of Hamilton, shall always be entitled to one member of the Assem- 
bly, and no new county shall be hereafter erected, unless its population shall 
entitle.it to a member. , 

The county of Hamilton shall elect with the county of Fultfin, until the 
population of the county of Hamilton shall, according to the ratio, be enti- 
tled to a member. 

Section 6. The members of the Legislature shall receive for their services 
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a sum not exceeding three ddlurs a*day, from the commeiicenieDt of the 
session ; bat such pay shall not exceed in the ^gresate three hundred dol- 
lars for per diem allowance, except in proceedings lor impeachment. The 
limitation as to the aggregate compensation shall not take efiect until the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight. When convened in extra 
session by the Governor, they shall receive three dollars per day. They shall 
also receive the sum of one dollar for every ten miles they shall travel, in 
going to and returning from their place of meeting, on the most usual route* 
The Speaker of the Assembly shall, in virtue of his office, receive an addi- 
tional compensation equal to one-third of his per diem allowance as a mem- 
ber. 

Section 7. No member of the Legislature shall receive any civil appoint- 
meat within this State, or to the Senate of the United States, from the 60- 
rernor, the Governor and Senate, or from the Legislature, during the term 
for which he shall have been elected; and all such appointments, and all 
votes ;;iven for any such member, for any such office or appointment, shall 
be void. 

Section 8. No person being a member of Congress, or holding any judicial 
or military office under the United States, shall bold a seat in the Legisla- 
ture. And if any person shall, after his election as a member of the Legis- 
lature, be elected to Congress, or appointed to any office, civil or military, 
ander the government of the United States, his acceptance thereof shall 
vacate his seat. 

Section 9. The elections of Senators and members of Assembly, pursuant 
to the provisions of this Constitution, shall be held on the Tuesday succeed- 
ing the first Monday of November, unless otherwise directed by the Legis- 
lature. ^ 

Section 10. A majority of each house shall constitute a quorum to do 
business. Each' house shall determine the rules of its own proceedings, and 
be the judge of the elections, returns and qualifications of its own members* 
shall choose its own officers ; and the Senate shall choose a temporary pre- 
sident, when the Lieutenant-Governor shall not attend as president, or shall 
act as Governor. 

Section 11. £ach house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and pub- 
lish the same, except such parts as may require secrecy. The doors of eaioh 
house shall be kept open, except when the public welfare shall require se- 
crecy. Neither hoase shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for 
more than two days. 

Section 12. For any speech or debate in either house pf the Legislature, 
the members shall not be questioned in any other place. 

Section 13. Any bill may originate in either house of the Legislature^ and 
all bills passed by one house may be amended by the other. 

Section 14. The enacting clause of all bills shall be ** The People of the 
Stafe of New- York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as fol- 
lows," and no law shall be enacted except by bill. 

Section 15. No bill shall be passed unless by the assent of a majority of 
all the members elected to each branch of the Legislature, and the (juestion 
Qpon the final passage shall be taken imn^diately upon its last reading, and 
the yeas and nays entered on the journal. 

Section 16. No privateer local bill, which may be passed by the Legisla- 
ture, shall embrace more than one subject, and that shall be expressed m the 

title. . r 

Section 17. The Legislature may confer upon the boards of super^sorsof 
the several counties of the State, such further powers of local legislation 
and administration, as tiiey shall from time to time prescribe.

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ARTICLE IV. 

SeotioR 1. The Execntive power shall be vested in a Governor, who shall 
hold his offiet for two years j a Lieutenant-Governor shall be olKwen at the 
same time, and for the same term. 

Section 2. No person, except a citizen of the United States, shall be eli- 
gible to the office of Governor, nor shall any person be eligible to that ofiSoe- 
who shall not have attained the age of thirty years, and who shall not have 
been five years next preceding bis election, a resident within ^his State* 

Section 3. The Governor and Lieutenant-Governor shall be elected at the 
times and places of choosing members of the Assembly. The persons re- 
spectively naving the highestt number of votes for Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor, shall be elected ; but in case two or more shall have an eqaal and 
the highest number of votes for Governor, or for Lieutenant-Governor, the 
two bouses of the Legislature, at its next annual session, shall, forthwith, 
by^ joint ballot, choose one of the said persons so having an equal and the 
highest number of votes for Governor or Lieutenant-Governor. 

Section 4. The Governor shall be commander-in-chief of the military and 
naval forces of the State. He shall have power to convene the Legislature 
(or the Senate only) on extraordinary occasions. He shall communicate by 
message, to the Legislature, at every session, the condition of the State, 
and recommend such matters to them as he shall jud^e expedient. He shall 
transact all necessary business with the officers ot government, civil and 
military. He shall expedite all such measures as may be resolvew upon hj 
the Legisl^ature, and shall take care that the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall, at stated times, receive for his services a compensation to be es- 
tablished by law, which shall neither be increased nor diminished after his 
election and during his continuance in office. 

. Section 5. The Governor shall have the power lo grant reprieves, cpmmn- 
tations and pardons after conviction, for all offences except treason and cases 
of impeachment, upon such condition, and with such restrictions and limita- 
tions as he may think proper, subject to such regulation as may be provided 
by law relative to the manner of applying for pardons. Upon conviction for 
treason, he shall have power to suspend the execution of the sentence, until 
the case shall be reported to the Legislature at its next meeting, Vhen the 
Legislature shall either pardon, or commnte the sentence, direct the execu- 
tion of the sentence, or grant a further reprieve. He shall annually com- 
municate to jthe Legislature each case of reprieve^ commutation or pardon 
granted; stating the name of the convict, the crime of which he was con- 
victed, the sentence ^nd its date, and the date of the ccmimutation, pardon 
or reprieve. 

Section 6. In case of the impeaohraent of the Goverdor, or hie removal 
from office) death, inability to discharge the pdwera and duties' of the said 
office, resignation or absence from the State, the powers and duties of the 
office shall devolve upon t^e Lieutenant-Governor for the residue of the term, 
or untilthe disability shall cease. But when the Governor shall, with the 
consent of the Legislature) be out of the State in time of war, at the head 
of a military force thereof, he shall continue commander-in-chief of all the 
military force of the State. . ^ 

Section 7. The Lieutenant- Grovernor shall possess the same qualifications 
of eligibility for office as the Governor. He shall be President of the Sen- 
ate, but shall only have the casting vote therein. If during a vacancy of 
the office of Governor, the Lieutenant-Governor shall be impeached, dis- 
placed, resign^ die^ or become incapable of performing the duties d bi* 
office, or be absent from the State, the President of the Senate ^all sot M 
Governor until the vaoancy be filled, or the disability ahall oecuse. 
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Section 8. The Lieutenant-Governor shall, while acting as such, receive a 
compensation which shall be fixed by law, and which shall not be increased 
or diminished dnrinfr his continuance in office. 

Section 9. Every bill which shall have passed the Senate and Assembly, 
shall, before it becomes a law, be presented to the Governor ; if he approve, 
he shall sign it ; but if not, he shaU return it with his objections to that house 
in which it shall have originated ; who shall enter the objections at large 
on their ioarnal and proceed to reconsider it. If after such reconsideration, 
two-thirds of the members present shall agree to pass tbq bill, it shall be 
sent, together with the objections, to the oUier house, by which it shall like- 
wise be reconsidered : and if approved by two-thirds of all the members 
present, it shall become a law, notwithstanding the objections of the Go* 
vemor. 3ut in all such cases the votes of both housed shall be determined 
by yeas and nays, and the names of the members voting for and against the 
btll, shall he entered on the journal of each house respectively. If any bill 
shall not be returned by the Governor within tenndays (Sundays excepted) 
after it shall have been presented to hira, the same shall be a law, in like 
manner as if he had signed it, unless the Legislature shall by their adjourn* 
ment, prevent its return j which case it shall not be a law. 

ARTICLE V. 

Section 1. The Secretary of State, Comptroller, Treasurer and Attorney- 
General, shall be chosen at a general election, and shall hold their ofidcesror 
two years. Ectch of the officers in this Article named (except the Speaker 
of the' Assembly,) shall at stated times, during his continuance in office, 
receive for his services, a compensation which shall not be increased or di- 
minished during the term for which he shall have been elected ; nor shall he 
receive, to his use, any fees or perquisites of office, or other compensation. 

Section 2. A State Engineer and Surveyor shall be chosen at a general 
election, and shall hold his office for two years ; but no person shall be elect- 
ed to said office who is not a practical Engineer. 

. Section 3. Three Canal Commissioners shall be chosen at the general elec- 
tion which shall be held next after the adoption of this Constitution, one of 
whom shall hold hii^ office for one year, one for two years, and one for three 
years. The Commissioners of the Canal Fund shall meet at the Capitol oa 
the first Monday of January, next after such election, and determine by lot 
which of said (Commissioners shall hold his office for one year, which for two, 
and which for three years ; and there shall be' elected annually thereafter 
one Canal Commissioner who shall hold his office for three years. 

Section 4. Three Inspectors of State Prisons, shall be elected at the ge- 
neral election which shall be held next after the adoption of this Constitu- 
tion, ope of whom shall hold his office for one year, one for two years, and 
one for three years. The Governor, Secretary of State, and Comptroller, 
shall meet at the Capitol on the first Monday of January next succeeding 
such election, and determine by lot which of said Inspectors shall hold hS 
office for one year, which for two years, and which for three years ; and there 
shall be elected annually thereafter one Inspector of State Prisons who shall 
hold his office for three years. Said Inspectors shall have the charge and 
superintendence of the state Prisons, and shall appoint all the officers there- 
in. All vacancies in the office of such Inspector shall be filled by the Go- 
vernor, tiU the next election. 

Section 5. The Lieutenant-Governor, Speaker of the Assembly, Seoretuy 
of State, Comptroller, Treasurer, Attorney-General and State Engineer and 
Surveyor, shall he the Commissioners of the Land Office. 
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The Lieatenaat-Qovernor, Secretary of State, Comptroller, Treasurer, 
a^d Attorney- General, shall be the Commissioners of the Canal Fand. 

The Canal Board shall consist of the Commissionisrs of the Canal Fund, 
the State Engineer and Surveyor, and the Canal Commissioners. 

Section 6. The powers andi duties of the respective boards, and of the 
several officers in this Article mentioned, shall be such s^s now are or here* 
after may be prescribed by law. 

Section 7. The Treasurer may be suspended from ofi^oe by the Governor, 
during the recess of the Legislature, and until thirty days after the com- 
mencement of the next session of the Legislature, whenever it shall appear 
to him that such Treasurer has, in any particular, violated his daty. The 
Governor shall appoint a competent person to discharge the duties of the 
office, during such suspension of the Treasurer. 

Section 8* AH offices for the weighing, guaging, measuring, ouUing or in- 
jecting any merchandize, produce, manufacture or oommocQty, whatever, 
are hereby abolished, and no such office shall hereafter be cres^ted by law ; 
hut nothing in this section contained, shall abrogate any office created for 
the purpose of protecting the public health or the interests of the State in 
its property, revenue, tolls, or purchases, or of supplying the people with cor- 
rect standards of weights and measures, or shall prevent the creation of any 
office for such purposes hereafter. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Section 1. The Assembly shall have the power of impeachment, hj the 
vote of a majority of all the members Elected. The court for the trial of 
impeachments, shall be composed of the President of the Senate, the Sena- 
tors, or amajor part of them, and the judges of the court of appeals, or the 
major part of them. -On the trial of an impeachment against the txovemor, 
the Lieutenant-Governor shall not act as a member of the court. No judicial 
officer shall exercise his office after be shall have been impeached, until he 
shall have been acquitted. Before the trial of an impeachment, the members of 
the court shall take an oath or affirmation, truly and impartially to try the 
impeachment, according to evidence ; and no person shall be convicted with- 
out the concurrence of two-thirds of the members present. Judgment in 
cases of impeachment shall not extend further than to removal from office, 
or to removal from office and disqualification to hold and enjoy any office of 
honor-,^ trust or profit under this State ; but the pa^ty ilnpeached shall be lia- 
ble to indictment and punishment according to law. 

Section 2. There shall be a Court of Appeals, composed of eight judges, 
of whom four shall be elected by the electors of tlie State for eight years, 
and four selected from the class of Justices of the Supreme Court having the 
shortest time to serve. Provision shall be made by law, for designating one 
6t the number elected as chief judge, and for selecting such Justices of the 
Supreme Court, from tin^e to time, and^for so classifying those elect'cd, that 
one shall be elected every second year. 

Section 3. There shall be a Supreme Court having general jurisdiction in 
law and equity. 

. Section 4. The State shall be divided into eight judicial districts, of which 
the city of New- York shall be one j the others to be bounded by county 
lines, and to be compact and equal in population as nearly as may be. There 
shall be four Justices of the Supreme Court in each district, and as many 
naore in the district composed of the city of New- York, as may from time to 
time be authorized by law, but hot to exceed in the whole such number in 
proportion to its population, as shall be in conformity with the number of 
such judges in the residue of the State', in proportion to its popuUtion. They 
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shall be classified so that one of the justioes of each district shall g[D «rcA of 
office at the end of every two years. After the expiration of their terms 
under such classification , the term of their office shall be eight years. 

Section 5. The Legislature shallhave the same powers to alter and regu* 
late the jurisdiction and proceedings in. law and equity, as they have hereto* 
fore possessed. 

Section 6. Provision may be made by law for designating from time to 
time, one or more of the said justices, who is not a judge of the. Court of 
Appeals, to preside at the generalterms of the said court to be held in the 
several districts. Any three or more of the said justices, of whom one of 
the said justices so designated shall always be one, may hold such general 
terms. And anyone or more of the justices may hold special terms and< 
circuit courts, and any one of them may preside in courts of oyer and termi- 
ner in any county. 

Section 7. The judges of the Court of Appeals and justices of the Supreme 
Court shall severally receive at stated times for their services, a compensa- 
tion to be established by law, which shall not be increased or diminished 
during their continuance in office. 

Section 8. They shall not hold any other office or public trust. All votes 
for either of them, for any elective office, (except that of Justice of the Sa> 
preme Court, or Judge of the Court of Appeals,) given by the Legislature 
or the people, shall be void. They shall not exercise any power of appoint- 
ment to public office. Any male citizen of the age of twenty-one years, of 
^ood nioral character, and, who possesses the reqmsite qualifications of learn- 
mg- and ability, shall be entitled to admission to practice in. all the Courts of 
this State. 

Section 9. The classification of the Justices of the Supreme Court : the 
times and place of holding the terms of the Court of Appeals, and^ of the 
general and special terms of the Supreme Court within the several districts, 
and the circuit courts and courts of oyer an^i terminer within the several 
counties, shall be provided for by law. 

Section 10. The testimony in equity cases shall be taken in like manner as 
in cases at law. 

Section II. Justices of the Supreme Court and judges of the Court of 
Appeals, may be removed by concurrent resolution of both houses of the Le- 
gislature, if two- thirds of ail the members elected to the Assembly, and^ a 
majority of all the members elected to the Senate, concur therein. All ju- 
dicial officers, except those mentioned in this section, and except justices of 
the peace, and judges and justices of inferior courts not of record may be 
removed by the Senate, on the recommendation of the Governor ; but no 
removal shall be made by virtue of this section, unless the cause thereof be 
entered on the journals, nor unless the party complained of shall have been 
served with a copy of the complaint againstiiim, and shall have had an op- 
portunity of being heard in his defence. On the question of removal the 
ayes and noes shall be entered on the journals. 

Section 12. The judges of the Court of Appeals shall be elected by the 
electors of the State, and the justices of the Supreme Court by the electors <rf 
the several judicial districts, at such times as may be prescribed by law. 

Section 13. In case the office of any judge, of the Court of A{)pesds, or 
justice of the Supreme Court, shall become vacant before the expiration of 
the regular term for which he was elected, the vacancy may be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor> until it shall be supplied at the next general 
election of judges, whe^ it shall be filled by election for the residue of the 
unexpired term. . 

Section 14. There shall be elected in each of the counties of this State., 
exoept the eity end cocmty of New- York, one county judge, who shall hold 
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his o^ee for four years. He shall hold the coantj court, and perform the 
daties of the office of surrogate* The county court shall have such jurisdte* 
tion in cases arising in justices courts, and in special cases, as the Legisla- 
ture may prescribe ; but shall have no original civil jurisdiction, except in 
«aeh special cases. 

The county judge, with two justices of the peace to be designated ac- 
cording to law, may hold courts of sessions, with sueh criminal jurisdiction 
as the Legislature shall prescribe, and perform such other duties as may be 
reonired by law. 

The county judge shall receive an annual salary, to be fixed by the board 
of supervisors, which shall be neither increased or diminished durmg his con- 
tinuance in office. The justices of the peace, for] services in courts of ses- 
sions, shall be paid a per diem allowance out of the county treasury. 

In counties having a population exceeding forty thousand,- the Legislature 
may provide for the election of a separate officer to perform the duties of the 
office of surrogate. r 

The Legislature may confer equity jurisdiction in special cases upon the 
county judge. 

Inferior local courts, of civil and criminal jurisdiction, may be established 
by the Legislature in cities ; and such courts . except for the cities of New- 
York and Buffiilo, shall have an uniform organization and jurisdiction in 8^ch 
cities. 

Section 15. The Legislature may, on application of the board of supervi- 
sers, provide for the election of local officers, not to exceed two in any 
county, to discharge the duties of county judge and of surrogate, in cases m 
their mability , or of a vacancy, and to exercise such other powers in special 
cases as may be provided by law. 

Section lo. The Legislature may reorganise the iudicial districts at the 
first session after the return of every enumeration under this Constitution, in 
the manner provided for in the fourth section of this article, and at no other 
time ; and they may, at such session, increase or diminish the number of dis- 
tricts, but suon increase or diminution shall not be more than one district at 
any one time. Each district shall have four justices of the Su][)reme Court ; 
but no diminution of the districts shall have the effect to remove a judge 
froiQ office. 

. Section 17. The electors of the several towns, shall, at their annual tovnri 
meeting, and in such manner as the Legislature may direct, elect justices of 
the peace, whose term of office shall be four years. In case of an election 
to fill a vacancy occurring before the , expiration of a full term, they shall 
hold for the residue of the unexpired term. Their number and classincation 
may be regulated by law. Justices of the peace and judges or justices of 
inferior courts, not of record, and their clerks, may be removed after due 
notice and an opportunity of being heard in their defence by such county, 
city or State courts as may be prescribed by law, for causes to be assigned 
in the order of removal. 

Section 18. All judicial officers of cities and villages, aild all such judicial 
officers as may be created therein by law, shall be elected at such times and 
in^such manner as the Legislature may direct. 

Section 19. Clerks of the several counties of this State shall be clerks of 
the Supreme Court, with such powers and duties as shall be prescribed by 
law. A clerk for the Court of Appeals, to be ex-officio clerk of the Supreme 
Court, and to keep his office at the seat of government, shall be chosen by 
the electors of the State j he shall hold his office for three years, and his 
compensation shall be fixed by law and paid out of the public treasury. 

Section f^O. No judicial officer, except justices of the peace, shall receive 
to his own use, any fees or perquisites of office. 
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Section 21. The Leg^islature may authorize the judgments^ decrees and 
decisions of any local inferior coui;t of record of original civil jurisdiction, 
established in a city, to be removed for review directly into the Court oi 
Appeals. 

Section 22. The Legislature shall provide for the speedy publication of all 
statute laws, and of such judicial decisions as it may deem expedient. And 
all laws and judicial decisions shall be free for publication by any person. 

Section 23. Tribunals of conciliation may be established, with such poweri 
and duties as may be prescribed by law, but such tribunals shall have no 
power to render judgment to be obligatory on the parties, except they volun- 
tarily submit their matters in difference and agree to abide the judgment, or 
assent thereto, in the presence of such tribunal, in sueh cases' as shall be 
prescribed by law. 

Section 24. The Legislature at its first session after the adoption of this 
Constitution, shall provide for the appointment of three commissioners, whose 
duty it shall be to revise, reform, simplify, and abridge the rules and practice, 
pleadings, forms, and proceedings of the courts of record of this State, and to 
report thereon to the Legislature, subject to their adoption and modification 
from time to time* 

Sectfon 25. The Legislature, at its first session after the adoption of this 
Constitution, shall provide for the organization of the Court of Appeals, and 
for transferring to it the business pending in the Court for the Correction of 
Errors, and for the allowance of writs of error and appeals to the Court of 
Appeals, from the judgments and decrees of the present Court of Chancery 
and Supreme Court, and of the courts that may be organized under this Con- 
stitution, 

ARTICLE VII. 

Section 1. After paying the expenses of collection, superintendence and 
ordinary repairs, there shall be appropriated and set apart in each fiscal 
year, out ol the revenues of the State canals, commencing on the fiurst day of 
June, one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, the sum of one million and 
three hundred thousand dollars until the first day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-five, and from that time the sum of one million and seven 
hundred thousand dollars in each fiscal year, as a sinking fund, to pay the 
interest and redeem the principal of that part of the State debt, called the 
canal debt, as it existed at the time first aforesaid, and including three hun- 
dred thousand dollars th^n to be borrowed, until ^the same shall be wholly 
paid : and the principal and income of the said sinking fund shall be sacredly 
applied to that purpose. -^ 

Section 2. After compfying with the provisions of the first section of this 
article j there shall be appropriated and set apart out of the surplus revennes 
of the State canals in each fiscal year, commencing on the first day of June, 
one thousand eight hundred and foity-six, the siun of three hundred any fifty 
thousand dollars, until the time when a sufficient sum shall have been appro- 
priated and set apart, under the said first section, to pay the interest and 
extinguish the entire principal of the canal debt ; and after that period, then 
the sum of one million and five hundred thousand dollars in each fiscal year, 
as a sinking fund, to pay the interest and redeem the principal of that part 
of the State debt called the General Fund debt, including the debt for loans 
of the State credit to railroad companies which have failed to pay the inte- 
rest thereon, and also the contingent debt on State stocks loaned to incorpo- 
rated companies which have hitherto paid the interest thereon, whenever 
and as far as any part thereof may become a charge on the Treasury or Gene* 
ral Fondy until the same shall be wholly paid ; and the principal and inoome 
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of the said last mentioned sinking fond shall be sacredly applied to the purpose 
aforesaid : and if the payment of any part of the moneys to the said sinking 
fund shall at any tinge be deferred, by reason of the priority recognized in 
the first section of this article, the snm so deferred, with quarterly interest 
thereon, at the then current rate, shall be paid to the last mentioned sinking 
fund, as soon as it can be done consistently with the just rights of the cr^i- 
tors holding said canal debt. 

Section 3. After paying the said expenses of superintendence and repairs 
of the canals, and the sums appropriated by the first and second sections of 
this article, there shall be paia out of the surplus revenues o{ the canals^ to 
the Treasury of the State, on or before the thirtieth day of September, in 
each year, ior the use and benefit of the General Fund, such sum, not ex* 
ceeding two hundred thousand dollars, as may be required to defray the 
necessary expenses of the State ; and the remainder of the revenues of the 
said canals shall, in each fiscal year, be applied in such manner as the Legist 
lature shall direct, to the completion of the Erie canal enlargement, and the 
Genesee Valley and Black River canals, until the said can& shall be com* 
pleted. 

If at any time after the period of eig^t years from the adoption of this 
Constitution, the revenues of the State, unappropriated by this article, shall 
shall not be sufficient to defray the necessary expenses of the government, 
without continuing or laying a direct tax, the Legislature may, at its dis* 
oretion, supply the deficiency, in whole or in part, irom the surplus revenues 
of the canals, after complying with the provisions of the first two sections of 
this article, for paying the interest and extinguishing the principal of the 
Canal and General Fund debt ; but the sum thus appropriated from the snr* 
plus revenues of the canals shall not exceed annually three hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, including the sum of two hundred thousand dollars provided 
for by this section for the expenses of the government, until the General 
Fund debt shall be extinguished, or until thovErie Canal enlargement and 
Genesee Valley and Black River canals shall be completed, and after that 
debt shall be paid, or the said canals shall be completed, then the sun^ of 
six hundred and seventy, two thousand five hundred dollars, pr so. much thereof 
as shall be necessary, may be annually appropriated to defray the expenses 
of the government. * 

Section 4. The claims of the State against any incorporated company to 
pay the interest and redeem the principal of the stock of the State, loaned 
or advanced to such company, shall be fairly enforced, and not released or 
compromised ; and the moneys arising from such claims shall be set apart 
and applied as part of the sinking fund provided in the second section of this 
Article. But the time limited for the fulnlment of any condition of any release 
or compromise heretofore made or provided for, may be extended by law. 

Section 5. If the sinking funds, or either of them, provided in this Arti- 
cle, shall prove insufficient to enable the State, on the credit of such fund, to 
procure the means to satisfy the claims of the creditors of the State as they 
oecome payable, the Legislature sha^, by equitable taxes, so increase the 
Jevenues of the said funds as to make them respectively, sufficient perfectly 
to preserve the public faith. Every contribution or advance to the canals, or 
their debt, from any source, other than their direct revenues, shall with quar- 
erly interest, at the rates then current, be repaid into the Treasury, for the 
use of the State, out of the canal' revenues, as soon as it can be done con* 
sistently with the just rights of the creditors holding the said canal debt. 

Section 6. The Legislature shall not sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of 
any of the canals of the State ; but they shall remain the property of the 
State and under its management, forever. 

Section 7. The Legislator e shall never sell, or dispose of the salt sfvings 



Moling to this Stat». The tamls ccmttguons thereto and wbieh may be 
■eoessary and ooDyenient for the use of the salt spring, may be sold by au- 
thority ot law and under the direction of the commissioners of the land office, 
for tiie pnrfiose of investing the moneye arising therefrom in other lands alike 
eisBvenieat ; but by such sale and porohase the aggregate quantity of thesd 
lands shall not be diminished. 

Seetioa 8. No moneys shall ever be paid ontof the Treasury of this State, 
er any of its funds, or any of the funds under its management, except in pur- 
teance of tin appropriation by law ; nor unless such payment be made withiik 
two years next after the passage ^ such appropriation act ; and every such 
law, making a new appropriation, or continmng or reviving an appropriation, 
iliali distinctly speoiry the sum appropriated, and the object to which it is to 
be applied ; and it shiaU not be sufficient for such law to refer to any other 
law to £x such sum. 

Section 9. The credit of the State shall not, in any manner, be given oi 
loaned to. or in aid of any individual association or corporation. 

Section 10. The State may, to meet casual deficits or failures in revenues, 
er for expenses not provided for, contract debts, but soch debts, direct ana 
•onUngent, singly Or in the aggregate, shall not at any time, exceedf one 
■uUion of dollars ; and the moneys arising from the loans creating such debts, 
shall be applied to the pmrpose tor which they were obtained, or to repay tht 
4ebt 80 contracted, ana to no other purpose whatever. 

Seetion 11.- In addition to the above limited power to contract debts, th# 
State may contract debts to repel invasion, suppress insurrection^ or defend 
^e State in war ; but the money arising from the contracting of such debts 
sliaU be applied to the purpose for which it was raised, or to repay sneh 
^btft, and to no other purpose whatever. 

Seotaon 1^. Except the debts specified in the tenth and eleventh seetioits 
*of this article, no debt shall be hereafter contracted by or on behalf of tUfi 
State, unless soeh debt shall be authorizedi by a law, for some single work 
«r object, to be distinctly specified therein ; and soch law shjall impose And 
lyrovide for the collection of a direct annual tax to pay j and sufficient to pay 
tlie interest on such debt as it fells due, and also to ^ay and discharge the 
prinoq>al of sixoh d^ within eighteen years ff:om the tjme of the contracting 
tlierecC. 

No such law shall take eflfect until it shall, at a general election, have 
heen submitted to the people, and have received a majority d[ all the votes 
4wst for and against it, at such election. ' 

On the final passage of such bill in either house of the Legislatnre, the 
qoeslion shall be taken by ayes and noes, to be duly entered on the journals 
wereoi, and shall be: '* Shall this bill pass and ought the same to receive 
the sanction of the- people ?'' 

The Legislature may at any time^ after the approval of such law by the 
people, if no debt shall have been contracted in pursuance thereof, repeal 
the same; and may at any time, by lawj ferbid the contracting of any ftirther 
debt or liability under such law; but the tax imposed by such a^, in pmporw 
tioBr to the debt and liability which may have been contracted, in pursuance 
^ simh law, ishali remain m force and be irrepealable, and be annually col- 
lected, until the proceeds thereof shall have made the provision herein before 
SMeified to pay and discharge the interest and principal of such debt and 
iMkbdtty. 

The money arising from any loan or stock creating such debt or liabSlity, 
Aatt^he applied to the woric or object specified in the act authotismg sueh 
d^bt or liability, or for the payment of such debt or liability, and fer no other 
pnrpose .whatever. 

No such law shall be submitted to be voted on, within, three months after 
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its pafsage, or at any general election, when any other law, ojt any l^, or 
any amendment to the Constitution, shall be submiltted to be voted for or 
against. 

Section 13. Every law whioh imposes, continaes or revives a tax, shall 
distinctly state the tax and the object to which it is to be applied; and it shall 
not be sufficient to refer to any other law to &x, such tax or object. 

Section 14. On the final passage, in either honse of the Legislatare, of 
every act which imposes, continues, or revives a tax, or creates a debt or 
charge, or makes, continues or revives any appropriation of public or trust 
money or property, or releases, discharges, or commutes any claim or de* 
mand of the State, the question shall be taken by aves and noes, wbioh shall 
be duly entered on the journals, and three- fifths of all the members elected 
to either house> shall in all such cases, be necessary to constitute a qoorom 
therein. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

SxcTioN 1. Corporations may be formed under ceneral laws ; bat shall 
not be created by special act, except for municipal purposes, and in eases 
where in the judgment of the Legislature, the objects of the corporation eaa 
not be attained imder general laws. All general laws and special acts pass- 
ed pursuant to this section, may be altered from time, to time or repealed. 

Section 2. Dues from corporations shall be secured by such individual lia* 
bility of the corporators and other means as may be prescribed by law. 

Section 3. The term corporations as used in this article, shall be construed 
to include all associations and joint-stock companies having any of the powers 
or privileges of corporations not possessed by individuals or partnershipa. 
Ana all corporations shall have the right to sue and shall be subject to oe 
sued in all courts in like cases as natural persons. 

Section 4. The Legislature shall have no power to pass any act granting 
any special charter for banking purposes; but corporations or associations 
may be formed for such purposes under general laws. 

Section 5. The Legislature shall have no power to pass any law sanction, 
ing in ax^ manner, directly or indirectly, the suspension of specie payments, 
by any person, association or coq)oration issuing bank notes of any descrip- 
tion. 

Section 6. The Legislature shall provide by law for the registry of all bills 
or notes, issued or put in circulation as money, and shall require ample seen- 
ri^ for the redemption of the same in specie. 

Section 7. The stockholders in every corporation and joint-stock associa- 
tion for banking purposes* issuing bank notes or any kind of paper credits to 
circulate as money, after the first day of January, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty, shall be individually responsible to the amount of their respeo* 
tive share or shares of stock in any such corporation or association, for all ha 
debts and liabilities of every kind, contracted after the said first day of Jana- 
ary, one thousand eight hundred and fifty. 

Section 8. In case of the insolvency of any bank or banking association » 
the bill-holders thereof shall be entitled to preference in payment, over all 
other creditors of such bank or association. 

^ Section 9. It shall be the duty ofthe Legislature to provide for the organisih* 
tion of cities and incorporated villages, and to restnct their power of taxa- 
tion, assessment, borrowing money, contraotinff debts and loaning their ere- 
dit, so as to prevent abuses in assessments, and in contracting dSbt by suck 
D^onicipal oorporafioiu. 
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ARTICLE IX. 

Ssction'1. The capital of the Common School Fnnd ; the capital of the 
Literature Food, and the capital of the United States Deposite Fund, shall 
be respectively preserved inviolate. The reveoae of the said Common School 
^Fand shall be applied to the support of common schools; the revenues of the 
said Literature Fund shall be applied to the support of academies, and the 
sum of twenty>five thousand dollars of the revenues of the United States 
Deposite Fund shall each year be appropriated to and made a part of the 
tapital of the said Conuaon School Fund. 

ARTICLE X. 

SxcTiON 1. Sheriffs, clerks rf counties, including the register and clerk 
of the city and county of New- York, coroners and district attorneys, shall be 
efaosen by the electors of the respective counties, once in every three years 
and as often as vacancies shall happen. Sheriffs shall hold no other officCi 
and be ineligible for the next three years after the termination of their offices. 
They may be required by law, to renew their security, from time to time; 
and in default of giving such new security, their offices shall be deemed va« 
eant. But the county shall never be made responsible for the acts of the 
sheriff. 

The Governor may remove any officer, in this section mentioned, within 
the term for which he shall have been elected ; giving to such officer a copy 
of the charges against him, and an opportunity of being heard in his defence. 

Section 2. All county officers whose election or appointment is not pro- 
vided for, by this Constitution, shall be elected by the electors of the respec- 
tive counties, or appointed by the boards of supervisors, or other coun^ 
authorities, as the Legislature shall direct. All city, town and village offi- 
cers, whose election or appointment \^ not provided for by tliis Constitution^ 
shall be elected by the electors of such cities, towns and villages, or of some 
division thereof, or appointed by such authorities thereof, as the Legislature 
shall designate for that purpose. AH other officers whose election or ap- 
pointment is not provided for by this Constitution, and all officers whose offi- 
ces majT hereafter be created by law, shall be elected by the people, or ap- 
pointed, as the Legislature may direct. 

Section 3. When the duration of any office, is not provided by this Consti- 
tution, it may be declared by law, and if not so declared, such office shall 
be held, during the pleasure of the authority making the appointment. 

Section 4. Thetime of electing all officers named in this article shall be 
prescribed by law. 

Seotion 5. The Legislature shall provide for filling vacancies in office, and 
in case of elective officers, no person appointed to fill a vacancy shall hold 
his office by virtue of such appointment longer than the commencement of 
the political year next succeeding the first annual election after the happen- 
ing, of the vacancy. 

Section 6. The political jear and legislative term, shall begin on the first 
day of January ; and the Legislature shall every year assemble on the first 
Tuesday ia January unless a different day shall be appointed by law. 

Section 7. Provisions shall be made by law for the removal for misconduct 
our malversation in office, of all officers (except judicial) whose powers and 
duties are not local or legislative, and who shall be elected at general elec- 
tions, and also for supplying vacancies created by such removal. 

Section 8. The Legislature msiy declare the cases in which anjr office shall 
be deemed vacant; wnere no provision is made for that purpose in this Con- 
stitution. 
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ARTICLE XI. 

Sbction 1. The militia of this State, aba)) at all timM hereaftfV, he aimed 
and diflcipliiied, and in readiness for senrioe ; but all suca ii^abitants of thh 
State of any religious defioQiinatioo whatever as from 8omp)es of oonscienat 
may be averse to bearing arms, shall he exeused therefrom, upon snoh con* 
ditions as shall be prescribed by )aw. 

SeotioQ 2. Militia officers sha)i be chosen, or appointed, as f€»)lows:-'^eap« 
tains, subalterns and non-comroissiuned officers shall be chosen by the writtea 
votes of the members of their respective companies. Field officers of re^ 
ments and separate battalions, by the written votes of the commissioned offi- 
eers of the respective regiments and separate battalions ; brigadier-generali 
and brigade inspectors by the field officers of their respeetive brigades ; ma- 
jor generals, brigadier generals and oommanding officers of regiments or 
■eparate batta]ions» shall appoint the staff officers to their respective £▼!- 
fions, brigades, regiments or separate battalions. 

Section 3. The Governor shail nominate, and with the consent of the Se- 
nate, appoint all major generals, and' the eommissary ;*eneral. The adju- 
tant general and other chiefs of staff departments, and the aids>de-oamp of 
the commander-in-chief shall be appointed by the Gorernor, and their com- 
missions shall expire with the time for which the Governor shall have been 
elected. The commissary general shall hold hi^ office for two years- He 
•hall give security for the faithful execution of the duties of his office, in sodl 
Banner and amount as shall be prescribed by law. 

Section 4. The Legislature shall, by law, direct the time and manner of 
electing militia officers, and of certifyinfc their elections to the Governor. 

Section 5. The commissioned officers of the militia shall be commissioned 
by the Governor ; and no commissioned officer shall be removed from office, 
unless by the Senate on the recommendation of the Governor, stating dw 
grounds on which such removal is recommended, or by the decision of a eoort 
martial, pursuant to law. The present officers of the' militia shall hold their 
eommissions subject to removal, as before provided. 

Section 6. In case the mode of election and appointment of militia effieiBft 
hereby directed^ shall not be found conducive to the improvement of the rai- 
Utia, the Legislature may abolish the same, and provide ^ law for their 
appointment and removal, if two-thirds of the members present in each hoott 
toaU concur therein. 

ARTICLE Xn. 

Sectioit 1. Members of the Legislature and all officers* ezecotive and 
jodicia), except such inferior officers as may be by law exempted, shall, be* 
love they enter on the duties of their respective offices, take and subscribe 
the following oath or affirmation : 

** 1 do solemnly swear (or affirm, as die case may be) that I will sopport 
the Constitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the State of 
New-Tork ; and that I will faithfully discharge the duties of the office of 
according to the best of my ability." 

And no other oath, declaration, or test shall be reared as a Qualification 
lor any office or public trust. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

Section 1. Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution may be 

Koposed in the Senate and Asserablv ; and if the same shall be agreed to 
^ a majority of the members elected to eaoh of the two houses, such pro- 
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poMd amendment or ftmendments shall be entered on their jonmals with the 
yeas and nays taken thereon, and i^eferred to the Legislature, to be choseii 
at the next general election of Senators, and shall be pnblished for three 
months previous to the time of making sach choice, and if in the Legislature 
so next chosen, as aforesaid, such proposed amendment or amendments, 
shall be agreed to, by a maiority of all the members elected to each house, 
then it shall be the duty of the Legislature to submit such proposed amend- 
ment or amendments to the people, in such manner and at such time as the 
Legislature shall prescribe ; ana if the people shall approve and ratify sQch 
amendment or amendments, by a majority of the electors qualified to vote 
for members of the Legislature^ voting thereon, such amendment or amend- 
ments shall become part of the Constitution. 

Section 2. At the general election to be held in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-six, and in each twentieth year thereafter, and also at such time 
as the Legislature may by law provide, the question, ^* Shall there be a Con- 
vention to revise the Cfonstitution, and amend the same?'' shall be decided 
by the electors qualified to vote for members of the Legislature ; and in case 
a majori^ of the electors so qualified, voting at such election, shall decide 
in favor of a Convention for such purpose, the Legislature at its next session, 
iliall provide by law for the election of delegates to suoh Convention. 

ARTICLE XIV, 

SscTioN 1. The first election of Senators and members of Assembly, inir- 
suant to^he provisions of this Constitution, shall be held on the Tuesday 
succeeding the first Monday of November, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-seven. 
jk The Senators and members of Assembly who may be in office on the first 
Way of January, one thousand ei^ht hundred andforty-seven, shall hold their 
omces until and including the thirty-first day of December following, and 
no longer. 

Section 2. The first election of Governor and Lieutenant-Governor under 
this Constitution, shall be held on the Tuesday succeeding the first Monday 
of November, one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight ; and the Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor in office when this Constitution shall take effect, 
shall hold their respective offices until and including the thirty-first day or 
December of that year. 

Section 3. The Secretary of State, Comptroller, Treasurer, Attorney- 
General, District-Attorney, Surveyor- General, Canal Commissioners, and 
inspectors of State Prisons, in office when this Constitution shall take 
effect, shall hold their respective offices until and including the. thirty-first 
day of December, one thousand eight hundred and forty-seven, and no 
longer. 

< Section 4. The first election of judges and clerk of the Court of Appeals, 
justices of the Supreme Court and county judges, shall take place at eaah 
time between the first Tuesday of April and the second Tuesday of June, one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-seven, as may be prescribed by law. The 
said courts shall respectively enter upon their duties on the first Monday of 
July next thereafter ; but the term of office of said judges, clerk and jus- 
tices, as declared by this Constitution, shall be deemed to commence on the 
first day of January, one thousancT eight hundred and forty-eight* 

Section 5. On the first Monday of July, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-seven, jurisdiction of all suits and proceedings then pending in the pre- 
ient Supreme Court and Court, of Chancery, and all suits and proceedmgs 
originally commenced and then pending in any court of oominon pleas, (ex- 
empt the city and county of New- York,) shall become vested in the Supreme

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Cmut hereby esCiibluihed. Proeeedinfts pending in eoiirte of common plMi^ 
Mid in suits originally commenced in jnstices' courts, shall tie transferred to 
the oouoty courta^provided for in this Coostitation* in such manner and form, 
and onder such re$rulatioD as shall be provided by law. The courts of oyer 
and terminer hereby established shall, in rheir respective counties, hare y^ 
risdiction, on and after the day last mentioned, of all indictments and |Nro^ 
oeedings then pending in the present courts of oyer and terminer, and alio 
of all indictments and proceedings then pending in the present courts of ge- 
nera) sessions of the peace, except in the city of New- York, 9nd except id 
oases of which the courts of sessions hereby established may lawfully take 
cognisance ; and of such indictments and proceedings the courts of sessioni' 
hereby established shall have jurisdiction on and after the day last naea^ 
tioned. 

Section 6. The Chancellor and the present Supreme Court shall, respee* 
tively, have power to hear and determine any of such suits and proceeding* 
ready onvthe first Monday of July, one thousand eight hundred and fortjr- 
seven, for hearing or decision, and shall, for their services therein^ be enti- 
tled to their present rates of compensation until the first day of July, one 
thousand eight hundred and forty eight) or until such suits and proceedings- 
shall be sooner heard and determined. Masters in Chancery may continue 
to exercise the functions of their office in the Court of Chanceij, so long as 
the Chancellor shall continue to exercise the functioiis of his ofiice under the 
proTisionsof this Constitution. 

And the Supreme Court hereby established shall also have power to bear 
and determine such of said suits and proceedings as may be prescribed by 
law. 

Section 7. In case any vacancy shall occur in the ofiice of Chancellor, or 
JBStice of the present Supreme Court, previously to the first day of Julyti 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, the Grovernor may nominate, ano^ 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, appoint a proper person 
to fill such vacancy. Any judge of the Court of Appeals or justice of the 
Supreme Courts elected under this Constitution, may receive and hold each 
appointment. 

^ Section 8. The office of Chancellor, jnstice of the existing Supreme Court, 
eircoit judge, vice-chancellor, assistant vice-chancellor, jud^e of the existing 
oounty courts of each county. Supreme Court commissioner, master iff 
chancery, examiner in chancery and surrogate, (except as herein otherwisa 
proTided,)are abolished from and after the first Monday of July, one thau- 
taad eight hundred and forty-seven, (1S47.) 

Section 9. The Chancellor, the justices of th^. present Supreme Court, 
aad the circuit judges, are- hereby declared to be severally eligible to«iy 
office at the first election under this Constitution. 

Section 10. Sherifi*s, clerks of counties, (including the register and clerk 
of the city and county of New- York) and justices of the peace, and ooro- 
aersj ra office, when this Constitution shall take effect, shall hold their re- 
speottve offices until the expiration of the term for which they were respec- 
tively elected. 

Section 11. Judicial officers in office when this Constitution sbaH take 
effect, may contimie to receive such fees and perquisites of office as ara 
BOW authorized by law, until the first day. of July, one thousand eight bno* 
dred and forty-seven, notwithstanding the provisions of the twentieth seotioii 
of the sixth Article ot this Constitu^on. 

Section J2. All local courts established in any city or village, incliidiiig 
die superior court, connmon pleas, sessions and surrogate's courts of tlio 
city and county of New- York, shnll remain, until otherwise directed by tho 
Legislature, with their present powers and jurisdictions ; and the judges of 
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Iboheoarts and any clerks thereof in office on the first day of January, ono 
thousand eight hundred and forty-seven, shall continae in office until the ex* 
piradon of their terms of office^ or until the Legislature shall otherwia* 
direct. 

Section 13. This Constitution shall he in force from and including the first 
day of January, one thousand eight hundred and forty-seven, except as is 
herein otherwise provided.

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AN ACT 

To divide the State into judicial distrieti. 

Passed May 8, 1847. 

Tie PtOflU of the State qf New- York, represented in Senate and As8emlbtff,49 
etuict at fJlows : 

Section 1. The State is hereby divided into ei|fht judicial districts, puna- 
ant to the provisions of the fourth section of the sixth Article of the Coa- 
ttitution> which districts shall be arranged as follows : 

The first judicial district shall consist of the city and county of New- 
Tork. 

The second judicial district shall consist of the counties of Richmond, 
Suffolk, Queens, Kings, Westchester, Orange, Rockland, Putnam and 
Dutchess. 

The third judicial district shall consist of the counties of Golambia, Sul- 
livan, Ulster, Greene, Albany, Schoharie and Rensselaer. 
' The fourth judicial district shall consist of the counties of Warren, Sara- 
toga, Washington, E^ex, Franklin, St. Lawrence, Clinton, Montgomery, 
Hunilton, Fulton and Schenectady. 

The fifth juiticial district shall consist of the counties of Onondaga, Onei- 

^ Oswego, Herkimer, Jefferson and Lewis, 
he Sixth judicial district shall consist of the counties of Otsego, Dela- 
ware, Madison, Chenango, Broome, Tioga, Chemung, Tompkins iflind Cort- 
land. 

The seventh judicial district shall consist of the counties of LivinsitOB; 
Wayne, Senecu, Yates, Ontario, Steuben, Monroe and Cayuga. 

The eighth judicial district shall consist of the counties of Erie, Chau- 
tauque, Cattaraugus, Orleans, Niajrara, Genesee, Allegany and Wyoming. 
Section 2. This act shall take effect immediately.

To provide for the election of certain judicial and other officers, and to fix 

their term of office. ^_ 

♦ Passed May 12, 1817. . 

The People qf the State of New- York, represented in Senate and AstewMUt ds 
emact asjmows : 

Section 1. The first election of judges of the Court of Appeals, the j|u<- 
tices of the Supreme Court, the county judges in the respective countisf, 
(the city and county of New-York excepted,) the district attorneys of the 
respective counties, and all other judicial officers, whose election shall be 

Sii^ovided for by this act, shall be elected on Monday the seventh day of 
une next.

In relatloQ to the Superior Court and Court of Common Pleas in. and for the 

city and county of New- York. 

Passed May 12, iM7. 

Tfts Psopts qf th$ StaU qf Kew^ York, ripre80nU4in S$nat€ and AntiMif, 4$ 
muui at Jwlowt : 

Beetion 1. Three Justices of the superior court of the city and county of 
Hew- York, and three Judges of the court of coihmon pteas of the city anil 
ponnty of New-York, shall be elected by the electors of aaldcity and coun- 
ty, at the first election of the justices of the supreme court; the said Justi- 
ces of the superior court shall be voted for together, on the same baUott 
^ut ^ueh ballot shall be separate and distinct from any other ballot voted tA 
the same election, and shall be deposited in a separate box to be designated 
«c superior court.'* The said ballot shall be designated on the inside there- 
of, <<for Justices of the superior court, and on the outside thereof, ''supe-. 
rior court." The Judges of the court ol common pleas shall be voted for 
together on the same ballot but such ballot shall be separate and distinct 
from any other ballot voted at the same election, and shall be deposited in 
n separate box to be designated <' common pleas;" but an omission of ei- 
ther of such designations shall, not vitiate any ballot, provided the same 
AiUl be found in tne appropriate box. 

Section 3. Said Justices first elected Aall immediatelv after the votes are 
canvated, be classified by lot, to be publicly drawn by the register and 
clerk of the city and county of New- York, in the presence of the mayor, 
and recorder of the city of New- York, or one of them, and said certificate 
of said drawing and classification shall be signed by said register and derl^ 
and said mayor or recorder, or both of them, and filed in the office of said 
clerk and register. The classes shall be numbered one>*two and three, ac- 
cording to the term of service of each, and the cl^B9 having the shortest 
time to serve shall be number one, and the term of offices of the Justiees 
drawn in class number one slmll end on the thirty- first dav of Deoember^ 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-nine; in class number two, on the 
^ Ihirhr -first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and ftRy-vno; 
^ and m class number three, on the thirty -first dav of December, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifty-three, so that one of said Justices shall go out 
of office every two years, and after the expiration of the terms of oflice un- 
der the fijrst classification, the term of oflice of said Justices shall be six 
years, and the term of office of the Justices first electea shall commence on 
the first day of January next. 

Section 6. The Justices of the superior court eleeted pnrenant lo Mi 
statute, shall select one of their number to be the ehitf Joiiiee tfaereoi^ and 
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the Jndget of the eoort of common pleas so elected shall select one of their 
nainber to be the first judge thereof> which said selection shall be made 
within ten days after the commencement of the term of office of any aiich 
justice or judge elected for a full term, and an order stating the result of 
such selection shall be entered with the clerk of the court, and if no such 
•election shall be made, the justice or judge not elected for an unexpired 
term, and having the shortest time to serve, shall be such chief justice or 
first judge. 

Section 9. The terms of oflLce of the present justices of said superior 
court, and of the first judge and two associate judges of the court of com- 
mon pleas of the city and county of New-York, shall terminate on the first 
day of January next, and from and after that day, the offices of the first 
judge and two associate judges of the court of common pleas in and for the 
city and county of New- York, except as herein before provided, are abo- 
lished. 

Section 10. The fees to which the justices or judges of the said courts 
are now entitled, shall after the first day of July next be received and paid 
by the clerks of the said courts into the treasury of said city and county^ 
for the use of the said city, and the said several salaries hereinbefore pro- 
vided for, shall be paid out of said treasury in quarter yearly payments. 

Section 11. This act ahall take efiect immediately.
